It was 
made plain by Secretary of State 
Lansing to Ignatio Calderon, minister 
of Bolivia, who called with the inten- 
tion of asking whether the United 
States would entertain an offer of the 
services of its southern neighbors to 
aid in avoiding war, that. the Wash- 
ington government sees nothing in the 
situation that would warrant arbitra- 
tion proceedings,

the note sent yesterday demanding re- 
lease of the prisoners taken at Carri- 
zal and a formal diplomatic announce- 
ment of intentions, The note reached 
Mexico City late last night and Wash- 
ington officials look for an answer 
within a day or twoj

Veteran lawyers say that probably 
in no other important case during the 
past century have there been so many 
challenges of jurors summoned. The 
customs in British courts is toe accept 
virtually all those called, and chal- 
lenges, as a rule, are employed only 
for definite cause, It was noticeable 
that the government challenged all 
talesmen — with distinetively Irish 
names, The defense, however, chal- 
lenged the greater number, - 

The attorn wenerdal, Sir Frederick 
Smith, reviewed the case at length. 
He paid a tribute to the publle ser- 
vices of Sir Roger, and read a letter 
which he wrote in 1911 to the foreign 
secretary, Sir Kdward Grey, thanking 
him for being knighted. The letter, 
said the attorney-general, was that 
of a mature man, written almost in 
the terms of « courtier, , 

What Had Corrupted His Mind. 

What had happened to corrupt the 
mind of Casement between that time 
and 1914, when he became a friend 
of Germany and an enemy of Eng- 
land in her hour of need, the attor- 
ney-general could not say. Sir Rog- 
er’s last demand for a pension was 
mede in October of 1914, 

While the attorney-general was re- 
viewing Casement's career the pri 
oner sat with his head on his han 
A dark green curtain hanging over 
the door behind the dock made an ef- 
fective background, 

After reciting Casement's efforts 
to organize an Irish brigade amon 


Irish prisoners in Germany, Sir 
Frederick said: 
“I pause deliberately to say that if 


there is any explanation of Sir Roger 
Casement's original journey to Ger- 
many which can be justified or re- 
conciled with his professed allegi- 
ance, L hope his counsel will present 
it.” 

Sir Frederick turned from the 
of Sir Roger's activities in Ger 
to the landing of the expedition 
Ireland, saying: 

“We must now pass to that unhap- 
py country which has been the scene 
of so many cruel and cynical con- 
spiracies, but never of one more cruel 
and eynical than this.” 

The attorney-general concluded his 
presentation of the case with these 
words: 

“T hope IT have outlined the facts 
without heat and without feeling. 
Neither in my place, would be proper. 
The prisoner has played a desperate 
game. Now he is called upon to pay 
the hazard,” 

Tells of Consular Vecord, 

Two government officials testified 
to the prisoner's record in the consu- 
lar service and his receipt of a pen- 
sion of £421, on retirement. 

Private John Cronin, of the Muns- 
ter Fusiliers, described Casement’s at- 
tempts to make enlistments from Ir- 
ish prisoners in Germany. 

Alexander Sullivan, cross examin- 
ing the witness for Casement, partly 
indicated the line of defence by elic- 
iting replies to the effect that Case- 
ment had told prisoners they were to 
fight for Jreland and would be tak- 
en to Ireland if Germany won a sea 
battle. The witness said he had seen 
Casement in Cork in 1918, at a meet-

Neill testified Sir Roger said: 

“Ireland now has the strongest 
power in the world at her back, Eng- 
land is beaten, Now is the chance to

He also said, according to the wit- 
ness, that the Irish brigade was first 
to fight with the Turks against the 
Russians, then with the Germans 
against the British, and then shed 
their blood for their own people.

less frequent service than to risk 
bankrupting the whole enterprise 
by running more cars than there 
is bveiuess for,

RECRUITING WITH 
GEN. SAM HUGHES 


Minister of Militia Will be In- 
vited to Meet With Board 
of Trade 


A meeting of representatives of the 
city council and board of trade was 
held in the mayor's chamber at the 
Civic Block yesterday, the object 
being to discuss the visit to Ndmonton 
this week of the minister of milita, Sir 
Sam Hughes, and to form an enter- 
tuinment committee, 

An invitation is to be sent to the 
Minister of Militia, inviting him to at- 
tend a board of trade lunch during his 
visit, as it is considered that military 
duUies will not engross the whole of his 
time now so many soldiers have gone 
trom this city. 

Also, the recruiting situation will be 
discussed, if possible, the idea being to 
ascertain to what extent Hdmonton 
would be considered to be responsible 
ior bringing the remaining units in the 
city up to strength, 

If the whole of this responsibility 
has to be undertaken, then it is con- 
sidered that some other methods, more 
drastic than those in force just now,

Greck Church Case, 

Mr. Justice Hyndman has declared 

order-in-council, gf , the. provincial 
government ultra vires, He gave this 
decision in the stated, case of the 
Greek church of St. Mary's, Chipman, 
et al vs, James A. MacKinnon, who is 
the nominal defendant in the action, 
A certain section of the Greek church, 


an 


Chipman, who style themselves the 
Uniates, are the real defendants, It 
appears from His Lordship’s judrt- 


ment that in 1908 the church was in- 
corporated by act of the provincial 
legislature and that later the incer- 
poration was cancelled und Jas. A. 
Mackinnon was appointed to wind up 
the aaffirs of the church, The princi- 
pal issue in the action was as to the 
validity of the cancellation of the in- 
curporation by the governor-in-coun- 
cil On the ground that it was made 
without the knowledge of the plain- 
Liffs, 

Plaintiffs claimed an injunction re- 
straining the defendants from pro- 
ceeding with the winding up and a de 
claration that they are entitled to quiet 
possession and enjoyment of the pro- 
perty and to worship according to the 
practice of the orthodox Greek Catho- 
lic church, 

His Lordship's judgment in part 
as follows: ‘In this case the lieutenant 


is 


governor-in-council has authority to 
cancel the license of a church for 
cause, but following what [ conceive 


to be the principle of the cases refer- 
red to, I tnink it was his duty, before 
so acting, to give opportunity to all 
parties concerned to appear and show 
cause why the powers granted should 
not be exercised, The evidence is 
clear that no notice of the application 
for cancellation was given to any of

PUBLIC SCHOOL AS 
VITAL STRONGHOLD 
OF ALL DEMOCRACY 
W. D. Bayley, BA. of Winnipeg, Says 


Education Essential of True 
Democracy, 


An address on the most effective 
instrument for the promotion of de- 
mocracy was given on Sunday morn- 
ing at eleven in First Unitarian 
Church by W. D. Bayley, B.A., teacher 
of history and citizenship in the Kel- 
vin Technical High Sehool, of Winni- 
peg. The speaker pointed out that 
all government must have a_ secure 
foundation, Monarchy had found it 
in an army; theocracy in religious de- 
votion; plutocracy in money power; 
autocracy in deference to rank-——but 
democracy must rely solely on the in- 
telligence of the masses Neither 
party politics, press, nor pulpit fully 
trusted the intelligence of the people, 
but during the past century a new in- 
stitution had appeared—the public 
school, Canada’s army of school 
children was twice the number of her 
entire contribution of men for the 
war, This new institution gives the 
poor the same quality of equipment 
and teachers as it does the rich; in the

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schoolroom and upon the playground, 
industry and character, not wealth or 
birth, gives prestige; it is run for ser- 
vice, not profits; and finally its great 
work that must be done is to make the | 
masses intelligent—therefore making 
successful democracy possible.
